The selling ot Ernyton Hall, etc., ami 


the agitation ot the theater question, has 
had its effect in developing a resolution 
in the Council to inquire into tho eipe- 
diency of finishing up the City.Hall. 
The upper part of that interesting struc- 
ture remains a barren pile of lumber on 
the inside, and the idea of the author of 
that resolution is a good one.

certain want. It can never be made to 
suffice for any first-class concert or the 
atrical performance. 
The City Hal 


cannot be made to take the place o 
Brayton Hall, except for a few things 
and yet there are many uses that th 
large room in tho city building could b 
put to, which seem to demand that it b 
finished and suitably furnished. 


The Court House, however, will sooi 


tie finished, and that will no doubt con 
tain a fine room for a certain kind o 
public assemblages outside of judicia 
business, after the manner of the Cit; 
Hall, 03 proposed, and so there is littl 
or no excuse left for the absence of 
suitable theater building. 
"When Bray 


ton Hall goes, everybody will go to Sa 
Srancisco, and with it the general spent 
ing money of Oakland.

Swinton, in his paper prepared at the

o an .employer, while the relations of 
he Kegents to the people seem to be 
.ess and less those of employed and em- 
ployer. 
And between Facility and 


Board there is nothing like correlation 
of rights. The greatest discovery of 
modern political science is the introduc- 
tion of checks and balances, as guards 
against the absolutism of power lodged 
in the hands of any single body. But, 
with no power in the hands of the Fac- 
ulty, and all power in the hands of Ke- 
gents, there has ensued the necessary 
consequence—timidity on the one hand, 
and despotism on the other. In this 
state of affairs, however willing to voice 
the Faculty, would, from the very con- 
stitution of human nature, be sure in the 
long run to go where power lay. I be- 
lieve President Oilman has been acute 
enough to see this, and to act accord- 
ingly. Now, if in this state of affairs 
we suppose a President to have some 
special educational ' crank,' bias, or 
prejudice (say, opposition to industrial 
education), he might, being wholly in- 
dependent of the Faculty, by assiduous 
court paid to tho Regents, succeed in 
bringing them over to Jt is 'policy, 'and 
thus in placing the University in an 
utterly false position."

lished report of the Bureau of Educa-
